he ex- 


plained, "now are buying grain 
and feed to keep their breeding 
stock alive." 


He said the situation for these 


farmers will grow steadily worse 
until they are able to harvest hay 
and grain crops again. Most of 
the state's old corn supplies, he 
said, had to be used to maintain 
livestock, so farmers 
could not 


reap any immediate benefit from 
higher price levels. 


The governor-elect reported no 


figures were discussed at ^he con- 
ference with Hopkins and that 
little defenite could be asked of 
the states until the president's 
forthcoming p r o g r a m is an- 
nounced and congressional action 
effected. 
Cochran said he be- 


lieved, however, that relief of- 
ficials would have a better under- 
standing of the seriousness of the 
Nebraska farm problem and re- 
sulting relief load as a result of 
the conference.

Would Get Part of Money 


By mapping Treasury 


'Seigniorage.' 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—(AP) 


—A new plan designed to help 
pay the s o l d i e r 
bonus and 


strengthen the position of silver is 
to be brought before the silver 
bloc of the house soon after con- 
gress convenes. 


Proponents say the government 


could get part, at least, of the 
money to pay the bonus immedi- 
ately by tapping the silver "seig- 
niorage" in the treasury. This is 
the 
"profit" 
the government 


makes by setting $1.29 an ounce 
as the price of silver bought from 
miners but taking half that sum 
as seigniorage. 


Representative Scrugham, dem- 


ocrat, Nevada, head of the silver 
bloc last session, said today he 
planned to call the group togeth- 
er to consider the plan. 


Supporters say it would have a 


three-fold result: Provide money 
for the bonus, stimulate silver 
buying, and counteract any fear 
in business and financial circles 
that the bonus might mean print- 
ing press money. 


So far, however, the treasury is 


estimated to have realized less 
than $100,000.000 all told on sil- 
ver seigniorage. In circles criti- 
cal of the plan it was said there 
•was "not enough silver in the 
world to pay the 
bonus from 


seigniorage." The bonus is esti- 
mated to caU for ?2,200,000,000 if 
paid in full it once. 


Silver men countered by sug- 


gesting the use 
of some of the 


profit on devaluation of the dol- 
lar. 


Nearly 3,000,000 veterans have

state institution, in contrast to the 
management of the 
college of 


medicine "at Omaha." 


The dentists charge that "when 


the college of dentistry was taken 
over by the university in 1918 it 
was understood by all parties con- 
cerned that the college would be 
a tax-supported college, the same 
as the other colleges of the uni- 
versity. 
This, however, has not 


proven to be the method of sup- 
porting the college of dentistry. 
The biennial budgets of the uni- 
versity to the legislatures have not 
carried items of request for this 
college as is the practice for other 
colleges, notably the college of 
medicine."

CATTLE NUMBERS 
MUCH DECREASED 


Supply Is Lowest In 35 


Years, Anderson 


Declares. 


Heavy marketing of Nebraska 


cattle and hogs, due to forced 
sale resulting from drouth feed 
shortage, leaves the 
number of 


cattle 
and 
hogs 
on 
Nebraska j 


farms at 
probably 
the lowest 


point in 35 years, A. E. Ander- 
son, state and federal agricultural 
statistician, said Wednesday in his 
1934 marketing report. 


In the case of hogs, Anderson 


said increased market receipts al- 
so reflect the early marketing of 
pigs and lightweight hogs under 
the government reduction pro- 
gram, in addition to liquidation of 
breeding stock f o i l owing the 
drouth. 


Estimating that market receipts 


of cattle are expected to show an 
increase for the year of 60 per 
cent over last year, Anderson 
sounded' a warning that forced 
marketing has reduced Nebraska's 
cattle population below a desir- 
able figure. 


"Lowest Since 1900." 


"Market receipts of cattle are 


expected to reach 2,272,000 head, 
an increase of 60 per 
cent over 


last year and 50 per cent over the 
10-year average,'' Anderson said. 
"Heavy marketings are largely 
the result of forced liquidation 
due to the drouth. Owing to the 
low prices since the depression, 
there has been an accumulation of 
cattle until the numbers were 
larger than 
desirable. 
Forced 


marketing has now reduced them 
below the desirable 
number. 


Numbers on hand will probably 
be the lowest since 1900. 


"Markets receipts of hogs are 


expected to reach 5,663,000 head, 
an increase of nearly 2 per cent 
over last year and 2.5 per cent 
over the 10-year average. This 
reflects not only the early mark- 
eting of pigs and lightweight hogs, 
but also liquidation 
of breeding 


stock since the spring pig crop 
was only 73 per cent of last year. 
It is apparent from this that the 
present numbers on hand are the 
lowest for nearly 35 years." 


Sheep marketed are estimated 


at 1,387,000 head or about 91 per 
cent of last year, a decrease of 
about 9 per cent, and 99 per cent 
of the 
10-year 
average. Farm 


flocks of sheep probably show less 
liquidation than other classes of 
meat animals, Anderson com- 
mented.

Word from his attorney 
in 


Washington, D. C., indicates that 
the patent office will grant the 
necessary rights on Christmas day. 
Professor Frankfor t e r experi- 
mented with the device for more 
than three years and has been 
spending the past year in an ef- 
fort to obtain the patent. 


The device is a unit of a new 


type for the controlling of heat 
reactions in operations where such 
control is necessary. It is an in- 
tricate mechanism which utilizes 
resistance principles to 
control 


heat reactions. He said it worked 
very well in laboratory 
experi- 


ments.

CHARGE WELFARE 
BUREAU PLANNED 


Matthews Says Health, 


Labor, Relief Would 


Be Encompassed. 


In the biennial report to the 


governor for his department, State 
Labor Commissioner Cecil Mat- 
thews charges that a bureaucratic 
movement is on foot in Nebraska 
to set up a new department of the 
state government to have charge 
of all "social welfare and activi- 
ties," including the expenditure of 
proposed state appropriations for 
relief, which would absorb the 
present health and labor depart- 
ments and take over their admin- 
istration. 


The plan, sponsored by organ- 


ized groups of social workers, 
Matthews says, is to create a state 
commission of non-paid members 
who would appoint a director to 
have charge of the activities re- 
ferred 
to, grouped under 
the 


three general divisions of social 
welfare, health, and labor. Those 
behind it, he asserts, even contem- 
plate assuming jurisdiction over 
the disbursement of state aid to 
veterans. 


The commissioner also refers to 


the request of the federal govern- 
ment for the state of Nebraska 
to take over a part of the cost of 
maintaining the present federal 
employment service, for which the 
legislature would be expected to 
appropriate $60,000. 


"It is material that the state lose 


none of its authority in the mat- 
ter of conducting its own busi- 
ness," Matthews suggests. The 
right of the state to dictate poli- 
cies and personnel should remain 
with the state." 
Labor interests, both organized 


and 
unorganized, 
will 
oppose 


hooking up the labor department 
with health or social 
welfare, 


Matthews informs the governor. 


He recommends changes in the 


Nebraska compensation law by in- 
creasing minimum benefits based 
on employment 
of 
only three 


days per week.

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Governor-Elect CocKran's 


cMission 


T 


HAT certain hostile eastern newspapers shall 


not gain a wrong impression of the mission of 


Governor-elect Cochran in Washington, certain 
facts need to be understood. Mr. Cochran was 
there at the national capital to discuss the relief 
program in Nebraska with Administrator Hopkins. 


There is no disposition on the part of the gov- 


ernor-elect or the people of Nebraska to evade re- 
sponsibility. This state, despite comment which 
has appeared in these eastern papers, never had its 
hand in the federal treasury. It has taken care of 
its own problems in a fashion which should com- 
mand the commendation of the 
entire 
country. 


When drouth and other natural disasters visited 
Nebraska, no storm signals were run up, and no 
appeals went forth for outside assistance. 
Nebras- 


icans merely took another hitch in their belts, set 
themselves grimly to the task, and saw it through. 
Now that has been .the record, and it can be con- 
firmed by an examination of Red Cross activities 
over the years. Nebraska took care of her own. 


Somewhat different than any previous experi- 


ence was the drouth of the summer of 1934. Its 
losses were greater and more widespread. It cov- 
ered not only this state from the western border to 
the Missouri river, but it blanketed Kansas, most 
of Missouri, a strip of Iowa, the Dakotas, and Min- 
nesota. Governor-elect Cochran desired Washing- 
ton should understand in shaping plans to turn the 
relief program back to the states, Nebraska, due to 
that drouth, was not in a position to handle the 
load completely, until the next crop season. Cer- 
tain other facts complicated the situation. The 
constitutional ban against incurring indebtedness 
meant that the state could not float bonds in order 
to raise a tentative sum, fixed at 5 millions, for re- 
lief. The new administration goes into office with 
a definite, concrete pledge against any new form 
of taxation. Which, in the last analysis, meant that 
if Washington insisted upon Nebraska collecting 5 
millions for relief, it would force an increase in 
real estate taxes which could not be collected un- 
der present conditions. 


One other channel of revenue has been suggest- 


ed. The building of highways furnishes much em- 
ployment, and in that way contributes toward the 
solution of the relief problem most effectively. The 
gasoline tax funds collected in this state, with the 
exception of the amounts necessary for mainten- 
ance of the present roads, are used for new con- 
struction. 
A portion of the fund, devoted to new- 


construction, 
should be 'credited to the 
relief 


money advanced by the federal government. 


Under normal conditions, the relief problem in 


Nebraska will be minimized greatly next fall. The 
farming regions, confronted at. this time with im- 
mediate 
emergencies arising out of the drouth, 


nevertheless are on their way out of the depres- 
sion. The outlook in this state is most encourag- 
ing. There has been generous p r e c ipitation 
throughout the fall and early winter, more so than 
in any season since 1926-27. The levels of farm 
prices are high. Given a good crop, and the con- 
ditions seem most favorable at this tune, Nebraska 
has every reason to look forward to 1935 with the 
greatest confidence. Business gams this year jus- 
tify it Despite the drouth, improvement has been 
shown in the volume of trade, and with a reason- 
able harvest next year, the difficulties which are 
so pressing at this time will disappear. 


It was the special troubles existing for the time 


being •which Governor-elect Cochran desired to 
discuss, and to present to the national administra- 
tion now engaged in shaping its program. Mr. 
Cochran is on a deserving mission in behalf of the 
people of Nebraska, and the state and its spokes- 
man are not in the role of supplicants for charity. 


Like As Not. 


"rpHE wolf pack is the seeming 
anachronism," 


comments the Kansas City Star in contem- 


plating the story of a Nebraska man. and woman, 
who. with a little four-year-old boy. were chased 
by the animals last week. 


"It is not uncommon in sections where there is 


advantageous cover for wild animals to sec single 
wolves or pairs; but these once menacing beasts 
usually are too exposed to civilization to develop 
numbers, and it is surprising that one of the ex- 
ceptions should be found in Nebraska. But if 
•wolves in the pack arc rare in -well settled regions. 
the Nebraska story denotes that they have not lost 
their primitive instincts. 
Doubtless if one of the 


pack had been wounded, the others would have 
fallen on Ihcir mate and devoured it, gix-ing the 
fleeing trio a little time to gain headway. That 
•would have been in keeping with the old wolf 
stories that once thrilled young American readers." 


It is to the credit of the Kansas City Star that it 


did passably well in providing the thrills. Maybe 
they were big bad wolves, and then again maybe 
they -weren't. At least, they kept a respectful dis- 
tance, and at no time did they make a move to 
attack the travelers. It all ROCS to show that not 
only the country but the wolves themselves are 
becoming civilized. And for the benefit of 
the 


overwrought commentator, it should be observed 
that -wolves are as scarce in Xc-oraska as hen's 
teeth. 
Not even the early settlers came at grips 


with the wolf pack in this state a? a frequent oc- 
currence. It was the co3'oic which •worried the 
pioneers, s sneaking coyo'e which struck in the 
dark, and took to his heels whenever heap big pale 
face appeared. 


Improving Fort Kearney. 


rpHE request to be made by the Kearney County 
••• Historical uociety to Governor-elect Cochran 
and the incoming legislature for the erection of a 
building or buildings at the Fort Kearney state 
park, is worthy of serious-consideration. A build- 
ing is desired for housing an historical museum, 
with room also for the residence of a caretaker. 


The tract of land upon which was located old 


Fort Kearney, was donated to the state for a park 
a few years ago, but it has not been developed. 
In fact it appears to have been neglected, although 
the possibilities are excellent. The American Le- 
gion has erected a monument on the site, and 
there are meager facilities for picnic- parties. 


The park, which lies on the south side of the 


Platte river, east of the city of Kearney and west 
of Gibbon, may be reached by bridges at both of 
those places, so it is readily accessible from all di- 
rections. 
With proper development it could be 


made a p'ace of beauty, and with the historical 
museum contemplated it would be visited by tour- 
ists from all parts of the country. 


Old Fort Kearney is rich in history, and at an 


early day Moses H. Sydenham, Nebraska pioneer, 
seriously attempted to have the national capital 
located "there, it being approximately midway be- 
tween Boston and San Francisco. The garrison 
located there guarded the builders of the Union 
Pacific railway from the depredations of roving 
Indian bands, and protected the trains of covered 
wagons as they made their way across the plains 
bound for the Oregon country, California, Utah 
and Colorado. 


The state park commission has of course had its

Nebraska's Financial Status. 


IT IS a flattering tribute to Nebraska's "pay-as- 


you-go" fiscal policy which the 
correspondent 


of a leading eastern newspaper pays this state in 
his article summarizing the method by which the 
new capitol has been built, a modern highway sys- 
tem constructed, and the necessary activities of 
government carried on here out of the proceeds of 
ordinary taxation, without incurring any bonded 
indebtedness or resorting to either sales or income 
taxes. 


The people of. Nebraska possibly do not realize 


how fortunate it is for them that the state govern- 
ment has continued to steer clear of over-ambi- 
tious plans for financing various projects calling 
for large public expenditures. 
But outside ob- 


servers coming into the state and noting what has 
been accomplished are naturally impressed by Ne- 
braska's showing in this regard as a truly remark- 
able record, when contrasted with the huge sums 
spent and the vast debts piled up by their own 
states, with not much to-show for it now except 
deficits, heavy interest payments to meet, and the 
necessity of imposing new taxes to provide more 
revenue. 


One thing the eastern correspondent points out 


is that a reduction in state taxes has bee.n brought 
about oven while making the extensive improve- 
ments that have been under way during recent 
years. Such an achievement as that is almost in- 
comprehensible to- people living in states which 
have gone wild on taxation and spending for every 
conceivable purpose. 


He might have added that the cities, villages, 


counties, school districts, and other local units of 
government in Nebraska, many of which went 
deeply into debt during the boom times, have been 
reducing their obligations in the last several years, 
and contracting very little new indebtedness. This 
tendency is decidedly at variance with that evi- 
dent in many of the other states, where new debts 
are being piled on top of old ones without thought 
of the day \vhen they must ultimately be paid. 


The incoming state administration is pledged to 


continue the pay-as-you-go 
system which 
has 


placed Nebraska on such a firm financial footing. 


"Human Guinea Pigs." 


TTUMANITY has become indebted to three con- 
•*-!. victs, who are serving life sentences in 
the 


Colorado state prison. Two of them were inocu- 
lated with a new tuberculosis preventative serum 
developed by Dr. H. J. Corper, head of the research 
department of the National Jewish hospital in 
Denver, last March after 15 years of experimenta- 
tion with animals. Later millions of tuberculosis 
bacilli were injected into their bodies. 


The convicts, who volunteered to play the role 


of "human guinea pigs," were assured clemency by 
Governor Johnson. Another prisoner underwent 
the same tests in August, but they have not pro- 
gressed far enough to permit drawing any conclu- 
sions. 


Neither of the other two has been affected by the 


germs, and in the opinion of many doctors the ex- 
periments have been amazingly successful, •while 
other physicians remain skeptical as to the value 
of the serum, pointing to the advanced age of the 
convicts (55 and 63) as few persons contract the 
disease at those years. The final analysis of the 
tests has not yet been finished. 


The action of these convicts in offering them- 


selves for tests which may bring great benefit to 
humanity, recalls the more heroic deed of another 
group of men who faced death by permitting them- 
selves to be inoculated to find a cure for malaria 
when that disease -was killing hundreds during the 
building of the Panama canal. That test was 
•wholly successful, and unlike the Colorado con- 
victs, those men were prompted by no reward save 
preventing death for others.

We believe that it would be a 


good plan after the supply is 
proven to dig out a big reservoir 
on a high point of the ground to 
be watered and line it with ce- 
ment or asphalt, and then lay a 
pipe line to it letting a big wind- 
mill pump into it any time thl 
wind blew. When the tank was 
full

the crust that will form on your 
land after each irrigation.

way you could store up water in 
the soil at small expense before

One day in 1923, as "Gene"

was easier than law and shortly 
thereafter he accepted the presi- 
dency of the Atlanta Trust Co. 


In 1928 he was made governor 


of the Sixth Federal district, suc- 
ceeding M. B. Wellborn. 


It was as governor of the re- 


serve bank here that he attracted 
international attention with his 
courageous financial leadership. 


Mr. Black was a militant leader 


in the industrial and cultural life 
of Atlanta and the south. 


On May 18, 1933, President 


Roosevelt named him chairman of 
the federal reserve board to suc- 
ceed Bug 
Meyer. He did note- 


worthy work in the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, but relinquished the 
post several months ago to return 
to his old position as governor of 
the Sixth federal reserve district. 


Contacted Banks. 


In addition to this, Mr. Black 


had spent much of his time re- 
cently in traveling about the coun- 
try ' i contacting banks in connec- 
tion with his commission to stim- 
ulate credit facilities. 


Mr. Black was the son of Eugene

At Annual Banquet of 


University Club. 


Critics of intercollegiate ath- 


letics in general and football in 
particular were dealt a stinging 
blow Tuesday evening by Major 
John L. Griffith, Big Ten athletic 
commissioner. The 
occasion of 


the major's remarks was the an- 
nual banquet given by the Lincoln 
University club in honor of the 
University of Nebraska football 
team. 


"Some of the men who annual- 


ly attack football would never get 
their names in the paper unless 
they rapped athletics," the com- 
missioner told a crowd of 400. He 
then related results of a canvass 
conducted among athletes. 


Regarding the attitude of the 


football player in later life, Grif- 
fith told of polling former letter- 
men of the University of Minne- 
sota. His replies showed 94 per 
cent would have devoted the same 
amount of time to intercollegiate 
athletes had they their college 
life 
to live again. 
The same 


number desired their sons engage 
in intercollegiate sport and 95 per 
cent declared they believed they 
had received from athletics desir- 
able values in later life. 


Play, Not Drudgery. 


"When a prominent 
educator 


declared football was drudgery 
and not play, I canvassed the 
players of the Big Ten schools 
and of the 116 replying, 96 ob- 
served the sport to them was 
play,"' Griffith continued. 


"This, to my mind, coming from 


the men who have actually en- 
gaged in the sport, is much more 
convincing than the work of some 
theorist who has never played the 
game." 


Dana X. Bible, head coach of 


the Cornhuskers., in expressing ap- 
preciation of the interest shown 
by Nebraskans in the varsity 
team, 
predicted "the Huskers 


would bounce back with a better 
record next year." 


John Bentley gave some inter- 


esting sidelights on individual 
members of the Cornhusker squad 
and Chancellor E. A. Burnett 
spoke in appreciation of the team 
and members of the varsity coach- 
ing staff.

Agricultural 
R e p o r t 
Reveals 


State Operations Larger 


Than Anticipated. 


Nebraska cattlemen are appar- 


ently turning to sheep feeding as 
a result of the feed shortage, A. E. 
Anderson, state and federal agri- 
cultural 
statistician, 
observed 


in his December 1 estimates of 
sheep feeding operations in Ne- 
braska. 


Eighty per cent as many sheep 


and lambs are on feed this year as 
last, a considerably higher -per- 
centage than expected, Anderson 
said. The inadequacy of feed sup- 
plies to maintain cattle feeding is 
the explanation given by Ander- 
son. 


In the Scottsbluff area, 15 per 


cent more lambs are on feed this 
year than last, Anderson reported. 
Movement of lambs through stock- 
yards in cornbelt states is larger 
this year than last with the excep- 
tions of Nebraska, Kansas and 
Michigan. Nebraska sheep feeding 
activities are about on the same 
level with reduced operations in 
western states.

As a rule, however, trade 
was of only a holiday sort, and price ad- 
vances lacked vigor.

that France, normally an importer, con- 
tinued to sell wheat to other countries.

Divorce In Haste. 


Divorce in haste and repent at 


leisure. 


This is a modern version of the 


pld saying about marriage, which 
fe in evidence all about us. It is 
comparatively easy to get a di- 
rorce 
But 
the 
readjustment 


period is not so simple. It is the 
unusual case where the represen- 
tatives of a broken family better 
themselves either in a second at- 
tempt at matrimony or in an 
tvoidance of marriage ties. 


I don't point out these facts to 


discourage those who are 'truly 
victims of mismating, whose mar- 
riages are actually bankrupt be- 
yond saving. There are many in- 
tolerable conditions which should 
not be suffered in passive silence 
by any self-respecting man or 
woman. But there are many more 
cases where a divorce is lightly 
entered into, where reclamation 
would have been possible, prac- 
tical and definitely the happiest 
solution. Anyone who has made 
thoughtful observations of 
di- 


vorced acquaintances will find 
that the case where betterment 
of circumstances or increase of 
happiness has resulted, is the ex- 
ceptional case 
The tragedy of 


going from bad to worse, of step- 
ping from the frying pan into the 
fire, is all too often the payment 
of a hasty, ill-considered divorce. 


She will be cut off from a cer- 


tain stability which she knew as 
a wife. Her circle of friends will 
be narrowed if not completely 
altered. She will be a misfit in 
the married crowd and she can- 
not pick up where she left off as 
an unmarried girl either socially 
or psychologically. 


She will encounter a different 


attitude in men all up and down 
the line. The easy-going com- 
araderie she knew with men as 
a girl will be missing, partially 
because of her own critical, often 
sharp attitude, partially because 
they will regard her with differ- 
ent eyes. The married men who 
flattered her and flirted with her 
while she was a married woman 
'will either avoid her as a now 
dangerous divorcee or pursue her 
as an easy conquest. The emo- 
tional 
instability 
of 
divorced 


women is common, likewise com- 
monly understood. 


She will meet a certain amount 


of criticism and coldness. No mat- 
ter how invulnerable to public 
opinion she may believe herself 
to be, the knowledge that she has 
depreciated in the eyes of many, 
that her stock has definitely low- 
ered, will have its unhappy ef- 
fect upon her. 


Her state of mind will not be 


improved by the divorced women 
who will flock to her. Be sure 
they will do that, for the reason 
that birds of a feather flock to- 
gether. And where these birds 
flock there is to be found a mor- 
bid, cynical comparison of notes 
and usually a hectic seeking for 
ekcitement. 


The past can never entirely be 


eradicated. There •will be hurts 
and scars a'plenty. 


There is to be met that tempta- 


tion to remarry hastily to prove 
to the world that it can be done, 
that the wivorce was not due to 
lack of attractiveness in herself. 


These are just a few of the 


problems that are usually thought 
of after the divorce rather than 
prior to it.
